The
service of Water District No. 1 is limited to a section in closé-
in or original townsite of Torrance; several private companies
provide water for much of the remaining territory, but some
of the area even is without water, s iy
* Future growth of Torrance is dependent upon proper de-
velopment of a sufficient water supply to provide for growing
residential districts or for industry, The same is toue with
sewage facilities, but for the time, we intend to deal only with
.. this subject.

As the people of Walteria and others south of Sepulveda
Boulevard and west of Crmsf_lgaw PBoulevard progress with their
;#{q& to. provide themselves with a water system, we feel-that-—-
is our duty and obligation fo calf‘their attention to the -condi-
tion along the whole South Bayarea where salt water-is making
its inroads upon subterranean water supply. Manhattan Beach
is experiencing considerable difficulty, and other communities
in the area are worried — and they should be. Tt is said that’
the subterranean streams now run from the ocean inland rather

than from inland areas toward the acean.
What would happen if the wells of Torrance should salt .
up, sag within a' year?

© The answer as far as Torrance proper and the industrial
district ‘are concerned is simple. The ‘service of Metropoli-
tan Water district could be utilized at once, and few would
know 'the: difference. ;

. But, what would happen if the wells of that vast area of
Torrance not connected with the Metropolitan system should
become salt? That is a serious question, the answer to which '
must be ‘given complete, consideration before any plans. are
made to spend ‘the money of Torrance or any section of Tor-

True, wells may’ be drilled "and may produce for years;
vet, the warning is voiced, salt may comé in at any time, All
private companies and municipalities are deeply concerned, as
so must Torrance be concerned. The facilities for distribution
of Metropolitan water to all Torrance should,be included in
any water development plans.
